WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—A new -Army cantonment in Georgia, 
which probably will cost between $10,000,000 and $20,000,000, was re- 
ported today to have been approved by War Department officials. 

The cantonment, one of the larg-*? — 
est of its kind in the United 
States, will comprise a  35,000- 
acre tract between Griffin and 
Barnesville and will accommodate 
40,000 troops, it was learned here. 
Work isé4scheduled to start imme- 
diately. 

Because of the large amount of 
acreage involved, it was pointed 
out that the cantonment probably 
will be used both as a training 
center and a site for maneuvers. 

Work is expected to be started 
immediately. Efforts to get fur- 
ther details of the project were

Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson asked each car owner to 
keep his five best tires and to sell 
or give the rest to the government, 
regardless of condition. 

“Tires obviously fit for scrap” 
may be sold to scrap rubber deal- 
ers, but DSC is the only legal mar- 
ket for usable tires and tubes. 

Not a Trick. 

It’s no trick to sell tires to the 
government, Henderson said. All 
the owner has to do is to call or 
write the Railway Express Agency 
office nearest his home, and a 
truck will be sent to pick up the 
tires. The owner will be given a 
receipt and he will recéive a check, 
or war bonds and stamps, if he 
desires, in payment shortly after 
the tires have been inspected at 
the warehouse for determination 
of their value. Im areas where 
Railway Express does not main- 
tain a pick-up service, the tire 
owner must take his idle tires to 
the nearest agency office. 

The tires purchased by the gov- 
ernment will be rationed to mo- 
torists “‘on the basis of need.” Tires 
in good condition will be distrib- 
uted to dealers as soon as possible. 
Tires damaged or worn smooth 
will be repaired and recapped be- 
fore being resold.

It probably will be necessary 
to take 100,000 married men with 
dependent wives next month to 
fill the quotas.

After that, Hershey 
said he expected the situation to 
revert to about its present status, 
adding the he hoped to avoid 
calling up married men with chil- 
drén until the last quarter of 1943.

U.S. Planes Inferior? 
‘Hooey, Colonel Says 


By KEELER McCARTNEY. 
The development of the United States Army Air Forces from a 
handful of officers and men a couple of years ago into one of the 
greatest striking forces in the world has been “nothing short of a 


miracle.” 

That was the comment of 
straight-talking Colonel Arthur I. 
Ennis, chief of the air force’s di- 
vision of the War Department's, 
public relations bureau, who was 
forced down in Atlanta by a dead 
radio Tuesday while on an in- 
spection tour of Army afr bases. 

Colonel Ennis, a veteran of 
more than 25 years in military 
aviation, was accompanied by 
Squadron Leader Ben Travers, of 
the British Royal Air Force. ‘ 

Reluctant to talk about him- 
self, Colonel Ennis dismissed his 
forced landing with a shrug of 
his shoulders, “It was nothing out 
of the ordinary,” he said. “Any 
Army pilot could have made it.” 

“He’s a wizard of a flier and 
don’t let him tell you any differ- 
ent,” chimed in Squadron Leader 
Travers. 

Colonel Ennis was principal. 
speaker at the million-dollar War 
Savings Bond breakfast July 17 at 
the Biltmore hotel, where more 
than 800 persons atterided, pur- 
chasing around $5,000,000 worth 
of bonds. 

Starting in Los Angeles, the 
officers visited air bases in Vali- 
fornia, Arizona, Texas and stop- 
ped off in Maxwell Field, Ala., 
Monday. Their radio went dead 
after taking off from Maxwell 
Tuesday and Colonel Ennis decid- 
ed to make Atlanta instead of 
Washington. 

The veteran pilot forgot his un- 
assuming modesty when he began 
talking about men in the air 
forces. 

“Just imagine,” he said, “two 
years ago we had 1,200 officers 
and 16,000 men in the service. By 
the end of this year we will have 
a million men in the air forces. 
And two million by the end of ’43. 

“They aren’t just ‘men,’ mind 
you. They are carefully selected, 
every one of them, from the best 
physical and mental young man- 
hood of the country. They are 
clean cut and thoroughly trained.” 

Training methods now 
compare” with flight training in 
World War I, when combat pilots 
went into battle with as little as 
10 to 12 hours flying time,” Colo- 
nel Ennis declared. 

“I want you to understand, 


though, our pilots and planes in| 


the last war were of the best at 
that time,’ he added. “Aviation 
was just not as advanced 25 years 
ago as it is now.” 

The officer, who enlisted in the 
Air Corps the day after he re- 
ceived a law degree in Chicago 
in 1918, branded “just plain 
hooey” claims by war commenta- 
tors ‘that certain American-made 
planes were inferior to German or 
Japanese ships. 

“We have all types of bombers, 
combat and observation planes,” 
he illustrated. “I doubt if anyone 
would compare a race horse with 
a plow horse or become tremend- 
ously excited because a racing car 
would not pull as much as a farm 


tractor. 
News Stories. 

“News stories from many sec- 
tions of the world daily show 
American pilots down far more 
enemy planes than they lose. No 
pilot is good enough to take an 
inferior plane and knock down a 
superior ship day after day. That 
should settle the question in any- 
one’s mind.” 

Planes are rolling off the as- 
sembly lines “faster than we ex- 
pected,” Colonel Ennis said, “‘but 
we're never satisfied. We want 
those ships as fast ag we can get 
them. The faster the better.”

Have Lost Its Mo- 


mentum. 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 14.—(4)—The 
Red army strengthened its lines 
tonight around the two great Ger- 
man salients bulging toward Volga 
and Caucasus, and the German as- 
sault forces appeared to have 
completely lost the momentum of 
their earlier drives east and south 
from the River Don. 

Inside Stalingrad the Russians 
consolidated the positions they had 
won back at the counterattack, 
and northwest of the city the Red 
relief forces were reported to 
have made advances in sharp but 
local combats. South of the city, 
Russian dispatches related, the at- 
tacking Russians seized a basic 
point in the German line and beat 
off counterattacks. 

Russian lines across the north 
foothills of the Caucasus from the 
Mozdok area to the Black sea were 
containing the German attacks 
and, in key places, the Soviets 
were striking back. 

Nazis Pinched Off. 

The noon communique, dealing 
with the Black sea area southeast 
of Novorossisk, said an enemy 
force which had penetrated into 
the rear of a Russian unit had 
been cut off from its main force 
by counterattack, with 400 Ger- 
mans killed and considerable ma- 
terial captured. 

Marine raiders landed from the 
sea by motor launch destroyed a 
German cavalry force, blew up 
an ammunition dump, destroyed 
a radio station and captured staff 
documents in a populated place 
in this area. They: “returned to 
their base without losses,” the 
communique said. 

(The German high com- 
mand claimed that one Ger- 
man division operating be- 
tween Maikop and Tuapse in 
the Black sea coastal area had 
captured 100 fortified moun- 
tain strong points. The com- 
munique added: “In Stalin- 
grad and on the Don front 
some counterattacks and ad- 
vances launched by the Sov- 
lets were repelled.’’) 

When and where the German 
army will strike again remains to 
be seen, but little more than a 
month is left before the second 
winter war in Russia sets in. 

Russians on Alert. 

Russian scouts were keeping a 
particularly sharp watch on the 
Stalingrad front for any signs of 
fresh enemy concentrations, de- 
spite the Germans’ open. inclina- 
tions toward static warfare. 

On the steppe northwest of the 
city, the army newspaper, Red 
Star, said the Russians continued 
to improve their positions in short, 
hot battles swirling around trench 
lines, hills and ruined villages. 

In one place, Red army tank 
men were reported to have killed 
300 Germans and destroyed four 
gun: eight mortars and 20 ma- 
chineguns. 

South of Mozdok in the deep 
Caucasus, the Russians were re- 
ported pressing their own attacks 
for the third consecutive day. The 
mid-day communique said_ that 
about a company of enemy infan- 
try had been wiped out by Rus- 
sian troops and six tanks, four 
guns and 60 trucks disabled by 
artillery fire.

How To Take 
The Edge 
Off Your 
Appetite

The tang in the air puts a sharp 
edge on your appetite, particular- 
ly if you are trying to lose weight. 
You're hungry. So now is the time 
to use all the tricks that will help 
outwit the appetite without boost- 
ing the calories. 

Include in every meal some 
food that stays by you. Don’etry 
to get by on just a salad and a 
thin sandwich. You'll begin feel- 
ing sorry for yourself and that’s 
the first step in the wrong direc- 
tion. Eggs, cheese, lean meat, fish 
or fowl all have a high satiety 
value, and any one of these foods 
will keep you from feeling hungry 
between low calorie meals. Have 
an egg for breakfast, then cheese 
or another egg for lunch and lean 
meat, fish or fowl for dinner. With 
the main meal have a fluffy baked 
potato. That’s just 100 calories. 
Use half a pat of butter. Have 
hearty foods but go light on trim- 


mings. Keep the calories down 
by having the meat baked, broiled 
or boiled—never fried. Trim off 
all the fat; avoid gravy and spread 
the butter thin. 

You should also include in the 
meal some foods which are known 
as “space-fillers,” such as crunchy 
low calorie biscuits, and salads and 
bulky vegetables and fruits. Any 
food which requires considerable 
chewing helps you to feel satisfied 
more quickly. Cole slaw, cabbage 
and carrot, mixed raw vegetables 
or apple and celery are all excel- 
lent—but calories lurk in the 
dressing, so use it sparingly.

MY D AVY. A Letter 


To a Student 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


NEW YORK CITY, Tuesday.—I received a letter written by an 
older woman to a young friend, a student studying philosophy who 
has entered the armed forces. It so well expresses what many of 

us would like to say to young people today, but 
have not said so well, that I am giving an essen- 
tial part of it to you here: . 
“Dear ; 
“I want ot be one of the first of your friends 
to write to you. I am one of the citizens of 
this world who really believe in the debt all of 
us owe to our young men who have gone into 
the service of democracy. These two words 
when linked have a great meaning. As dread- 
ful as this war is, this war does link those 
words, service and democracy, and in so doing 

Sees = Creates a service of such grandeur that we who 

nee § recognize it, cannot be overwhelmed with the 
sorrow which war usually evokes. 

“I know that the period before this war was one of bafflement 
for most of our young men. It was a era of great material de- 
velopment, in which was not included any way for the develop- 
ment of the spiritual needs of humanity. Those of our youth who 
were highly intellectual, among whom I count you, worked out a 
philosophy for themselves as best they could with the help of the 
older philosophers. 

“But I do not believe these satisfied the younger philosophers, 
for somehow the machine age, in its harsh cold splendor, was not 
serving humanity (as we now know, but it was leading it to war), 
and youth felt this and could not be satisfied. The machine was 
too big—too hideously unwieldy—no minority could handle it. to 
turn it into humanitarian, paths. So, there was no way to serve, 
no way to be served by it. 

“But to use it to save democracy—that is a vast service, pro- 
vided we can see (as we do when we look at it thoughtfully) that 
automatically democracy will be increased enormously all over the 
world as a result of this vast struggle in its name. In its name— 
we must not forget this propaganda value. A more enlightened 
democracy, with modern machines in its service, is something we 
can believe in as the inevitable aftermath of this most terrible of 
all wars, 

“So you see, we who stay at home and think of it feel an 
increasing gratitude toward the legions of our warriors in this war 
of such far-reaching emancipation. It is this gratitude which I want 
to make real to you—-for it is a wider, deeper thing than my life- 
long affection for this beautiful little boy who walked at my side 
through the green paths of Hampstead Heath in England, and who 
later tugged so valiantly as a college youth to establish a social- 
political group to study and plan a way to meet the problems he 
saw ahead—(those problems which no man nor small group could 
solve, and which have landed the world in war). 

“There are still cynical people—selfish, thoughtless, even malig- 
nant. But before this thing is over, even these will have learned 
many lessons, and one of these lessons will be that they had no 
right to ask the youth of this world to fight, to offer life itself 
for anything less than a world emancipated from their selfishness, 
thoughtlessness and meanness.* :

An Urgent Call 
In these troubled days when the scourge of 
war brings down its blight upon the earth, 
each one of us is called upon for some measure 


of service or sacrifice. 

A particularly urgent call Is now being 
sounded to the women of Atlanta and vicinity. 
It is a call for nursing service among our 
civilian population, in the local hospitals and 
perhaps in the war industry plants. 

The shortage of nurses and physicians is 
extremely acute, due to the ever-increasing 
demands of the armed services both here and 
on foreign shores. It must be realized also that 
hand in hand with this progressive depletion, 
there is a constant and growing influx of 
civilian population in connection with the war 
efforts being concentrated in this metropolitan 
community. This concentration will obviously 
result in the additional nazard of the spread 
of infectious and communicable diseases. 
| Unhappily, it is no remote consideration, in 
these days of modern warfare, that death and 
destruction may be rained down upon our city 
from the skies. We must be prepared for these 
and other foreboding eventualities. This de- 
mands the contribution of our women to the 
nursing services—to the vital role of aiding the 
dwindling ranks of doctors in caring for our 
sick and afflicted. It is a role that has tradi- 
tionally filled the hearts and souls of women 
down through the ages. 

A course of home nursing service has been 
established under the sponsorship of the 
American Red Cross. Here is given practical 
instruction in nursing aid in the home. It is 
important to realize this "valuable training 
will not only prepare a woman for her part in 
this existing emergency; but will equip her for 
rendering real and timely aid in her own family 


Norwegians are being shot for no other 
reason than they are Norwegians. Dutchmen 
have been hanged because they were Dutch, 
and nothing more, Frenchmen have been put 
to death by the thousands, and Poles and 
Czechs and Jugo-Slavs by the tens of thow 
sands for defending themselves against those 
who came to kill, pillage, rape and rob.

What force do they ex- 
pect to rely upon to withstand the spirit of 
vengeance that will burst upon them when 
their military defenses go down?—as_ they 
surely will. What appeasement will they have 
to offer—what gifts to give, when their de- 
spoiled neighbors and vengeful allies—gaunt, 
lean, bloody and terrible—set upon them? 


The answer surely is—none, and no nation 
should know this better than the German peo- 
ple themselves. They have been warned by 
their chosen leader, Adolf Hitler, of the ap- 
proaching storm. They have had it from 
many sources. Now, the warning comes from 
Russia—made more terrible by the coming of 
winter—“they will pay a life for a life.” 


Perhaps there is yet time to rid themselves 
of the gangsters who entered the records in 
blood against them im every land in Europe. 
Will they do it while the spirit of good will 
and amity among men is yet alive, or wait 
until the fearful cry—‘“A life for a life, an 
eye for an eye”—leaps into a terrifying, un- 
controlled, devasting whirlwind and sweeps 
them, as a nation, from the face of the earth?

tries of Europe which have been seized and 
trampled by the Axis hordes. 
If the policing of Germany were left to the 
Poles, the Czechs, or the Greeks after the war, 
the world would witness a slaughter the like 
of which has never been seen before. It is difficult to realize the 
deep hatred that has been built up against the Germans by these 
peoples, who have had their countries destroyed by the Nazi 
invaders. 

Undoubtetily the French will be of the same bloodthirsty frame 
of mind when they are finally released from the toils of Nazi occu- 
pation. So many crimes have been committed by the Nazis against 
the peace of nations that nothing short of a complete blood purge 
will satisfy the offended peoples. 


HITLER KNOWS [IT Hitler and his associates now realize 


this only too well and have converted 
it into an effective propaganda instrument for driving the Germans 
on to a last-ditch struggle. In effect, they are telling the people 
that the loss of the war means the final destruction of Germany 
and its people. 

President Roosevelt’s declaration on the “war criminals” was 
designed to offset this propaganda, as well as to assure the enslaved 
people of Europe that proper punishment will be meted out to 
those who are responsible for their present plight. 

He was careful to say that “it is not the intention of this gov- 
ernment or of the governments associated with us to resort to mass 
reprisals.” The number of persons eventually found guilty, he 
added, undoubtedly will be “extremely small’ compared to the 
total enemy populations. 

But there will be a day of reckoning for the Hitlers and the 
Goebbels, the Mussolinis and the Tojos, and those of their co- 
horts who have had a direct hand in the blood-letting and crimes 
that have been committed against civilization. 


TO GIVE ’EM TRIALS We propose to bring them to trial as 


the arch criminals of this era. It is 
inconceivable that any one of them should escape with his neck. 
The scene for that series of trials promises to be the most dramatic 
setting of the post-war period. One by one, the representatives 
of the various countries which have been victimized by Axis aggres- 
sion will be called to give testimony. There can be only one verdict. 

As against the position of their leaders, the German people have 
been told by the President and the British government that they 
can expect decent treatment when peace comes. Some of the 
United Nations may be less charitably disposed toward their enemies. 
The fact that we and the British are willing to proclaim such a 
policy should, therefore, have a reassuring effect. 

It may open the way for a throwing off of the Nazi yoke by 
the Germans themselves sooner than might come otherwise. 


PUT ON NOTICE Another effect of the Roosevelt-British 

government declaration may be to soften 
the attitude of some of the Nazi leaders in their dealings with the 
conquered people. They are now served notice that they will be 
held personally accountable for the crimes committed under their 
authority. It should make the lot of the people of France, Poland, 
Belgium, Greece, Norway, Denmark and the other occupied coun- 
tries easier. 

The decision to call the war criminals to the bar of justice 
recalls a similar effort that came after the last World War. Mr. 
Lloyd-George, the British Prime Minister, won a post-war election 
on the slogan, “Hang the Kaiser.” 

Nothing came of the matter, however. 
the moves for restoration of peace. This time it is unlikely that 
world statesmen will be so soft. Two world wars in a generation 
have been too much. Our leaders here and in Britain are deter- 
mined that the guilty shall be brought to justice, just as any com- 
mon criminal would be for the commission of high crimes against 
the state. Anything less would be a travesty.

“INVISIBLE GREENBACKS” 
(From The Vidalia Advance.) 

Many an American may wonder why the gov- 
ernment doesn’t finance the war almost entirely 
by borrowing from the banks. All that would 
be needed is for the Treasury to make arrange- 
ments through the Federal Reserve System for 
the banks to buy all the notes and securities the 
government issued. 

The truth is, of course, that this kind of 
financing would be the surest road to inflation— 
and to a national fiscal debacle which would be 
as ruinous as military defeat in the war. For, as 
Harry Scherman recently wrote in a Saturday 
Evening Post article, “The catastrophic German 
inflation of the twenties had its beginning in just 
such government-borrowing-from-banks.” 

The reason for this is that when the banks 
buy government bonds, they create new bank de- 
posits. That, in turn, creates what Mr. Scherman 
terms ‘invisible greenbacks.” The total money 
supply is rapidly increased, precisely as if the 
printing presses were turned loose to grind out 
bills. And when that happens, the volume of 
purchasing power runs ever farther ahead of the 
goods available, and a disastrous inflation be- 
comes inevitable. 

The banks are doing a big job in this war. 
They will continue to do a big job in a thousand 
important financial fields. But, if we are to 
preserve our economic system and the integrity 
of our currency, the great bulk must be paid for 
by all the people. They must be paid for, in 
part, by taxes. In addition, they must be paid 
for by the heaviest possible individual invest- 
ment in government bonds. 

That is why the Treasury is attempting to 
vastly increase bond purchasing—and that is why 
economists of all schools are supporting the 
Treasury policy. To quote Mr. Scherman once 
more, “Cold arithmetic leads to the simple sober 
ultimate truth: that only our personal] savings can 
now save our civilization.” No one, in short, can 
do the paying for us. This is all the people’s war.

The bdDne outstanding characteristic of boys in their teens is their 
sense of personal dignity. They must be handled tactfully, for 
never again will they be so sensitive. 

If devil-may-care 
toughs offer them equality and comradeship, while the respectable 
offer them only unfriendly reproof or scorn or indifference, which 
group will they join” 

It is at this age that they “go wrong.” They may be attracted 
by the excitement of evil, but as frequently they are repelled by 
righteousness.

“We have been in Stalingrad town for several weeks 
now,” wrote Transocean News Agency’s war reporter, Willy 
Beer, in a dispatch from the besieged city. 

“But the enemy has never refused us rapid success so 
definitely as here. In and around Stalingrad he has piled 
up a wall of resistance which drew its units from all the 
Russian fronts. 

“There is not a single town in the whole of the present 
war which has witnessed what German soldiers have had 
to endure hefe through many weeks. From the south and 
the center the Germans have fought for this bulwark. 
... Every day it (the German army) eats its way further 
into this bleeding town.

Bombers Blast 
Kiel Sub Base 


2-Ton ‘Block Busters’ 
Leave U-Boat Nest 


in Flames. 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—(4)—Some 
hundreds of bombers, including 
many of Britain’s biggest dynamite 
carriers, gave the German naval 
and submarine base of Kiel one 
of its most destructive blastings 
of the war last night, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Two-ton “block busters” sprin- 
kled with incendiaries smashed 
among the dockyards and‘ ship- 
ouilding facilities, leaving large 
fires and flying debris, pilots re- 
ported. 

Meanwhile, in daylight today, 
Spitfire patrols attacked a freight 
train and workshops near Lannion 
in northern France, and damaged 
two minesweepers off the French 
coast, while Beaufighters attacked 
Cerman motor torpedo boats off 
the Dutch coast. 

Raids Resumed. 


It was the 70th raid on Kiel 
since September, 1939, but the 
first in nearly six months—a pe- 
riod which has seen the steady de- 
velopment of new RAF bombing 
techniques and bombers in massed 
aerial blows at German war re- 
sources. 

Among the bombers were the 
huge four-motored Lancasters, 
Stirlings and Halifaxes which are 
capable of toting approximately 
eight tons of bombs over the 800- 
mile round-trip distance to Kiel. 

The fact that only nine bomb- 
ers were lost, by British count, 
was taken to mean that the “sat- 
uration” technique was used to 
crowd so many planes over the 
area in a shart raid that the strong 
defenses of that vital naval base 
were swamped. 

The air ministry news service 
said that at the end of the hour 
attack the searchlights were wav- 
ering and casting their beams in 
every direction, while the gunfire 
had become ineffective. 

O-e pilot said he found the city 
“lighted up like daylight” from 
fire, and another said he could see 
the flames from the other side of 
Denmark. 

The German high command, 
claiming that 10 of the bombers 
were shot down, itself admitted 
that “damages to material and 
buildings were caused” in the city 
and that a prison camp had been 
b-rned out. 

Perfect Weather. 

The bombers had perfect weath- 
er to get a good sight oa their 
targets, and the British declared 
that the results fully justified the 
loss of nine planes out of a .orce 
which the Evening News estimated 

t “several hundred.”

“Out 
of every 1,000 new draftees we 
need 15 radio experts. 

“In every 300,000 new draftees 
we are short 10,000 automotive 
mechanics.” 

Considerable time is lost while 
the Army selects the most prom- 
ising draftees and sends them to 
a specialists’ school, he continued, 
adding: 

“It is important that we build 
_and train a large.force of men 
and get them into the theaters of 
action as soon ag possible. Only
